Farm workers had accidental death rate more 
than twice high workers nonagricultural indus- 
tries 1948, the National Safety Council reports. 

The 1948 death rate for farm workers was per 
100,000 workers, while nonagricultural industries 
the average death rate was 25. 

The council’s announcement the occupational 
death rates gave emphasis plans for the sixth annual 
National Farm Safety Week, proclaimed President 
Truman for July 24-30. 


UNSAFE ACTS THEME

define the problems arising from ill- 
ness among all age groups, with full realization its 
social well mental aspects. 

coordinate separate programs for specific dis- 
eases with general program designed meet more 
effectively the needs common all chronically ill per- 
sons. 

groups and agencies working the field chronic 
illness. 


stimulate adoption every state and com- 
munity well rounded plan for prevention and con- 
trol chronic illness and for the care and rehabilita- 
tion the chronically ill. 

Organized nonprofit corporation under the 
laws Illinois, the Commission Chronic 
appealing foundations, professional societies and 
other voluntary national organizations for funds.

California’s infant mortality rate dipped its low- 
est point history during 1947 with record 29.5 
deaths per 1,000 live births. the same time, live 
births totaled 243,808, the highest figure ever reached. 

Tabulations live births and infant mortality 
counties for the years 1945-1947 were recently released 
the Bureau Records and Statistics and 
below. They show San Mateo County with the lowest 
1947 infant mortality rate, 17.2. Imperial County, 
previous years, recorded the highest infant mor- 
tality rate, figure 46.5.

tive data about nursing service which has heretofore 
been deemed necessary for the evaluation nursing 
program local health department.’’
